Davidson had gone below to try 
to save some of his belongings 
The “R ajputana”, already struck 
by one torpedo, was wallowing in 
heavy ,, seas 
and 
listing 
badly . 
Water was coming into the lower 
compartments and Davidson was 
taking his last chance to save 
some of his gear. 
“Two other boy s and I were 
down in the stokers’ mess when 
the second torpedo hit," he say s. 
"All three of us were knocked 
flat by the impact. In the same 
instant all lights went out 
and 
heavy tables, chairs, metal lock­ 
ers, and every thing else that could 
get loose began 
trembling

crashing about us in the dark. 
“We fellows were trapped all 
right—not much of a chance of 
finding our way out.
